EVACUATION OF DALNY. 


Tussians Left So Muvtily That They Left 
Much Good reperty. 

Tohi June 1.—The Russians 
evacuathd Dalny so hastily that they 
fuiled destroy much property, 
Which wl prove highly valuable to 
the Japaness. General Oku's scouts 
Teport that one hundred storehouses 
remain uninjured, Tie railroad 
Station, with 200 passenger and 
{freight coaches, are uninjured. ‘The 
Russians-deStroyed the big pier and 
blocked all the deck entrances with 
sunken steamers. ‘They destroyed all 
the small railway bridges fn the 
vicinity of the docks, but left the 
Jettics uninjured. 

Reports from Che Foo state that 
In the Russian evacuation of Dalny 
and Tullenwan bandits attacked both 
towns, but order was restored on 
the entrance, of the Jupunese troops. 
The Japanese captured the naval 
guns taken from’ [Tort Arthur to 
Nanshan Hill,

Yaris, June 3.—The correspondent 
of The Echo de Paris at St, Veters- 
burg telegraphs: 

“Viceroy Alexie and Gen. Kuro- 
Ppatkin, having asked the Emperor 
to settle their dispute, His Majesty 
summoned a council of war, includ- 
ing Minister of War Sakharoff, Mar- 
ine Minister Avellan and Minister of 
Interior Plehve. ‘The council de 
Yaated for several hours at ‘Tsarskoye 
Selo. 

“1 have reason to believe that the 
necessity of preserving the naval 
base at Port Arthur, and the loss 
of presiige that the fall of Port Ar- 
thur would entail were the argu- 
ments which prevailed in the council. 

“Gen. Kuropatkin has therefore 
been advised to attempt to relieve 
the fortress, but to act with the 
@reatest prudence. A general whom 
1 interviewed on the subject of the 


council said: ‘If Kuropatkin is 
weak enough to advance, he will 
commit a serious blunder, The num- 


ber of his troops is inswficient. The 
conditions under which he acts are 
unfavorable. He might meet an al- 
most irreparable reverse and Port 
Arthur be further from relief than 
ever, If we try to relieve Port Ar- 
thu: we will be doing exactly what 
the Japanese desire,” 


Report Is Confirmed. 


London, June 3.—Telegrams from 
different points sectn to confirm the 
rumors that Gen. Kuropatkin is at- 
tempting a diversion in the direc- 
tion of Port Arthur. Russian rein- 
forcements, according to a despatch 
from ‘Ticntsin. are moving south- 





ward from alping towards Wafang- 
tien under Gen, Stalkenturg. They 
comprise a battery of artillery, four 
Siberian regiments and a company 
of Cossacks, aggregating 12,000 
men, Another brigade is following, 
the intention being to engage the 
Japanese now attacking Port Arthur 
in their rear,

No further 
news of any kind has been received 
aleut the movements of the Japan- 
ese fortes.

FRIEND OF DICKENS. 


Acted as His Amanuensla—speaks of the 
Methods and the Manners of the , 
(ireat Novelist, 


There lica beyond the old Bushwick 
meadows,, says ‘The Brooklyn Daily 
Eagle, on the brow of a hill, tho 
littlo straggling hamict of Fort 
Mar. In this out-of-the-way spot livos 
@ Woman of advanced years. Her 
name is Amelia Thurston. A single 
glance at her denotes her a lady, 
born and bred. The homo in® which 
sho lives fs an humble one, but, lor 
all that, more thin one author of 
world-wide fame has paid his re- 
spects to that lowly cot. 

The singular interest that attaches 
to this estimable woman is due to 
the fact that she was for many years 
intimately associated with Charles 
Dickens, and-at one time his amanu- 
ensis, 

The following interview with this 
accomplished woman is given to the 
public just as the words fell from Ker 
own lips, and is a true statement: 

“{ was born in Massachusetts, 
the suburbs of Boston. 

"Very carly in life I got hold of 
the works of Dickens and fell in love 
with them, particularly ‘Sketches 
by Boz,"’ ‘David Copperfield,’ and 
“Nicholas Nickclby."" They made 
such an impression® upon my young 
mind that, though still a girl in my 
teens, I ‘resolved to cross the water 
and know for mysclf personally — the 
man whose works had so delighted 
me. Supplied by an indulgent fath 
er with plenty of money, 1 went 
with my maid to London, and there 
procured for myself comfortable 
apartinents nét far from old Bow 
Square Church. 

“It was autumn. The people were 
as yet largely out of tow Mr. 
Dick wan on the continent. 

“I turned my back on myself and 
worked out this homesickness into a 
story of New England life, which I 
sent to Mr. Dickens as soon os he 
returned. 

“About this time unhappy rumors 
of domestic infclicity in ‘Tavistock 
House crept out into the air, start- 
ed by literary men who snarled en- 
viously at the heels © the great 
writer, Added to such sorrows, which 
told upon him very perceptibly, were 
multiplied the incessant toil and so- 
cial atress which greatly increased 
his daily cares. In spite of all these 
things, mowers possi the more 
because I was‘e girl, alone and un- 
friended in London, he took time to 
read my manuscript. Taysmy great 
gratification and surprise he accept- 
ed it, paid me liberally for it, and 
asked me to go on contributing to 
his magazine, 

“Not long after this incident in my 
life, Mr. Dickens scnt me a note, in- 
viting me to call upon him at his 
house, on such a day and hour. 
Punctuality was one of the gods he 
worshiped. Not being v.uch acquaint- 
ed with the map of London, I went 
a roundabout way, arriving at his 
residence half an hour late. The but- 
ler informed me, much to my cha- 
gtin, that Mr. Dickens had waited 
for me half an hour, but had been 
obiiged to go to his office and that 
he would expect me on the samo 
day and hour the following week. 
Once more a monstrous fog prevent- 
ed him from reaching, home in time 
to mect me, which brought a note of 
explanation and a renewed appoint- 
ment. 

“The third attempt was successful, 
and I found myself face to face with 
the man who 6f all others I most 
rere to meet, Charles Dickens, at 

it. 

“Not long after I wan surprised to 
veceve a note from him informing 
me that be was coming to sce me. I 
was Itving at that time near tho 
West End, inn rather antiquated 
stone cottage. The day came and 
with it Mr.YPickenk, on time to tho 
mime. 

“We mt taiked, as he outlin- 
od a series of Fesearches into the dif- 
ferent phases of London life. This 
Was to be my study of human na- 
ture, I accepted his suggestions and 
spent years in following them out, 
veporting to him—as I progressed 
each new fig., 

“In this wav I came to know Mr. 
Dickens very well, often acting at 
Jast as his amanucnsis and assist- 
ant. He wrote carefully, slaughtered 
mercilessly and made many changes,"

The World of the solid, 

We live amid mattcr in three char- 
acteristic statew—solid, liquid and 
gascoun, But since hydrogen has 
been both liquefied and solidificd, 
the investigator, says Trofessor 
James Dewar, is introduced into a 
world of solid bodies. With the ald 
of the cold furnished by liquid hy- 
drogen, every guscous substance at 
present definitely known to the 
chemist, with the single exception of 
helium, can be solidified, Even 
helium, Professor Dewar hopes, may 
yield to the processes now being eni- 
ployed at the Royal Institute in 
London. Liquid hydrogen is so light 
that the only solid substance that 
will foat upon it is pith, Solid hy- 
drogen has a tempcrature 436 deg. 
Fahrenheit below zero, When expos 
ed to the cold vapor arising from 
liquid hydrogen, air is instantly 
turned solid, falls like a miniature 
snowstorm into the vessel contain- 
ing the hydrogen, und sinks to the 
bottom,

Minister ef Agricultura Relates the Way 
in Which St. Louls Loses Dig Features

Ottawa, June 3.—During the 
sideration of the estimates of the 
Depurtinent of Agriculture in the 
House. last’ night Minister Fisher 
Communicated information to the 
Ilouse relating to the Dominion ex- 
hibit at St. Louis. What live stock 
exhibit there is will be due to the 
enterpriso of individuals. Mr. Fisher 
sald the department was unable to 
do atlything with the Washington au- 
thoritics in the way of securing a 
moditication of the regulations, Sec- 
retary Wilson curtly intimating that 
the United States will run its affairs 
as its people liked, and they did not 
Want to import live stock from Ca- 
nada or any other country. By way 
of encouraging individuals who de- 
sire to exhibit at St. Louis, the 
Government will double the amount 
of any prizes which they may re- 
ceive, 

There Will Be No Cheese Pahibit, 

Mr. Fisher explained that there 
Would be no cheese exhibit at St, 
Louis. A creditable exhibit would 
Cost from $12,000 to $15,000 for re- 
{rigerators, « Representatives of 
the dairy interest Ind becn consulted 
and it was decided that the advan- 
tages to be gained from an eMhibit 
Would not wierant the outlay. 

The exhibition of live stock at St. 
Louis will also be very small. «Afr. 
Fisher said a delegation had Waited 
on him and bad asked for $120,000 
for ah exhibit. The Live Stock Asso- 
ciation had decided that it would 
not be advisable to exhibit. Mr. 
Fisher said he did not care to plead 
any more, in which decision the 
Ifouss fully concurred. ‘There will be 
an exhibition of sheep, swine, horsca 
and cattle by individuals,

occupied the first line of the outer 
fortifications of Port Arthur after a 
feeble resistance."’ 
‘The correspondent at Tokio of the 
News Agency Libetas says that four 
divisions of Japancse troops have 
occupied’ Kwantung heights, on which 
they placed heavy artillery dominat- 
ing Port Arthur. 

The same correspondent adds that 
the Russian squadron attempted a 
sortic, but were forced to return, be- 
ing threatened by the Japanese fleet. 

Heavy Firing Meard, 


Che Foo, June 4.—Steamers which 
have arrived here from Newchwang 
report that firing in the vicinity of 
Port Arthur was heard Thursday 
night. They saw only two Japan- 
ese crulsers. Chinese Junks which 
have reached this port from the Cha 
River, west of Takushan, report that 
the Japanese have captured two Rus- 
sian-officers and forty soldiers dis- 
guised as Japancse. 

Cannonading Continuous, 

Liaoyang, June 4.—There are per- 
sistent rumors that another great 
battle is in progress near Port Ar- 
thur. Continuous cannonading’ has 
been heard from the south, An addi- 
tional force of 15,000 Japanese is re- 
ported to have Janded at Takushan. 

Nuasian Force Defeated, 

Tokio, June 4.—A body of Japan- 
ese encountered and defeated a mix- 
ed forcr’ of Russian cavalry, infaotre 
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ous Cannonading Heard From the South. 
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and artillery néar LictaTon, rind 
miles north of Polandien, on Mon- 
day last, May 30, The engagement 
began at 12.30° p.m. and lasted for 
two hours, tho Russian troops final- 
ly being driven northward. The Ja- 
pancso had one . officer and 25 men 
killed and four officers and 33 men 
wounded. The Russian losses are 
unknown. ‘The movenient-of the Rus- 
sian forces southward indicates a 
possible effort to relieve Port Ar- 
thur.

The fighting reported from Tokio 
as having occurred ‘‘near Lichiaton, 
nine miles north of Polandivn, on

Kuropatkin, transmits to the Minis- 
ter of War, under date of June 2, a 
report of Gen, Stocssel, dated Port 
Arthur, May 28, as follows: 

“After a fierce battle; lasting two 
days, I ordered our position at Kin- 
chou to be evacuated in the evening, 
for we had opposed .to us at lcast 
three divisions with 120 guns. 

“The enemy’s fire, , particularly 
that from four gunboats and six 


torpedo boats, completely anni- 
hilated oyr batteries, mounted = at 
Kinchous” {fhe fifth regiment, which 


was posted on this spot, stood their 
ground heroically. The fire of this 
regiment, as well as that of our - 
teries and) gunboat Bobr. off Khou- 
noucsa, inilicted enormous losses on 
the Japanese. 

“Our losses amounted to thirty 
afficers and 800 men killed vor 
wounded, «We blew up or damaged 
ail our guns which the other guns 
had not _put out of action. 

“It would have been inoxpedient 
certainly to bring up siege artillery 
during the fierce fighting. 

“The battle of May 26, bogar at 5 
a.m. and lasted until 8 p.m,, when 
I ordered the position . ovacuated 
gredually. The explosion of a num- 
‘ber of our mines and  fougudies 


was rendered impossible beeause the 
Japanese turned our position  im- 


mediately. The Japanese adv. «ad 
through waters up to their waists 
under the protection of their ships.

y.|\ SOME HIODEN FEATURES AND 


ERS THAT ARE USELESS. — 
Am Eye That Is Now Blind and Gills 
That Are Closed Up—The Ontes Ears 


~ and the Toe Nails Are More Orna- 


mental Than Serviceable. 


Has apy one ever complimented you 
on the beauty of your upper eye or ic 
quired after your gills? For, though 
you may not, know. it, you number 
these: among the disused features of 
your body... if 

In the center of your brain, looking 
vaguely skyward, lie the atrophied re- 
mains of a third eye, which, it is sup- 
posed, was actually one of man's use 
ful features at some previous state of 
development. It is known as the pineal 
gland, though covered by skin, and is 
formed in an almost perfect condition 
in certain lizards, Me 

You have’ four gills, or bronchial 
clefts, which, however, are now closed 
up and useless, You originally bad 
six, but two of them, by forming into 
your ear and mouth, respectively, 
turned themselves to seme account. 
However, before your lungs, developed 
and became fitted te carry on your 
breathing system, the work was done 
by the four gills which have since 
childheod ceased to develop and be- 
come closed up. 

Your ears—that is, the outer ones— 
are quite useless save a5 ornaments. 
You could hear just as well without 
them. All the work of hearing is dene 
by the middle ear, or tympanum, and 
the internal ear. The euter feature. is 
purely a pi tt sert of is 
touch to yeut hearing system. e 
muscles ef the outer ear are powerless 
and net under our centrol. 

Are you aware that you have & mint 
ature grand piano im your auditory 
nerre, which is tuned up to every note 
{n music? This is known as Certi’s 
organ apa consists ef a series of tiny 
hairs which vibrate on the drum of 
your ear and enable yeu to distinguish 
the differences of sounds, 

‘As sometimes when you strike @ note 
on the plano sogje ornament ia the 
room will be'feund to sing with it, s0 
each of these hairs inside yeur ear vi- 
brates in sympathy with the musical 
sound corresponding with it. 

An appendix is generally a-cseful 
thing when appliéd to beoks, but map’s 
appendix is net only useless, but very 
troublesome. This 1s the remains of 
an intestine suppoegd to have formed 
part of our ‘ancestors. Though many 
other parts of the body are practically 
useless, they are to have 
been useful at some time, but scien- 
tists cannot trace that the vermiform 
appendix was ever of any serrice to 
man. ire. 

‘Toe nails are entirely useless, and 
toes are gtite superfluous. A man 
could get along as. well without toes. 
In fact, a dector removed eight efa 
man’s toes without any inconvenience 
being suffered, and the lover get along 
quite as wéll ‘without them: 

The teeth are rapidly becoming quite 
useless. New that nearly all our food 
fs chopped tp for us and we do not 
have to bite through hard substances 
teeth are gradually decaying. 

The fact that the teeth of our an- 
cestors 400 er years ago were in- 
finitely bigger than our own shows 
that nature is gradually taking away 
these organs. 

Tonsils, toe, are almost useless and 
fulfill no serviceable object to the body. 
People can get along quite well with- 
out them, and a large proportion 
of the population have bad them re- 


moved. 

Beth the hair andthe ekin have end- 
‘ed thelr days of usefulness to the hu- 
man race, The hair was intended to 
cover our heads from the heat of the 
sun. We cover up the bair, and by 
shutting it off from the exposure which 
nature intended it te have we are 
gradually but surely losing this adora- 
ment, and it {s estimated that in time 
we shall cease to grow it. 

‘As te the skin, it was given us to 
protect eur bedies from the elements. 
By covering it up with clothing and 
preventing it getting proper respira- 
tion we deprive eurselves of its use. 
It is not inconceivable that the man of 
a very remote future period may be 
not only hairless and toethless, but 
skinless as well. . 

The most extraordinary thing ~s 
noted abeut all this is that those 
of the body which are useless give us 
the most trouble, while these in cen- 
stant activity remain quiescent. The 
teeth, through Iack of work, get lasy, 
as it were, and decay. 

The tonsils, having nething te do, 
make your life a misery to you through 
continually swelling until they are re- 
moved. The skin, which is useless to 
civilized man, bns a large variety of 
diseases to yent on us, largely due to 
its compressed condition. 

‘The vermiform appendix, which is 
absolutely useless, has a nice little dls- 
ease of its own, which it develops with 
often fatal results, known as appendl- 
citis, 

A man can live without his frontal 
bone. Ata recent accident a workman 
was struck by a crowbar. The only 
possibility of saving his life was by 
excising the frontal bone. The result 
was that the man survived, without se 
rious injury, though he was conscious 
of some mental defect. 

It is quite possible that an artist, 
writer or musician weuld find the ef- 
fect of the removal to deprive him of 
the particular faculty for producing 
his work, but otherwise his brain 
‘would be unaffected for its ordinary 
functions.

The great Exposition to be 
held there will call for domestic 
help of every class, and inany favor- 
able positions will open for Indus- 
trious and competent girls, but there 
is @arful risk in any young Woman 
going to such a city to find employ- 
ment in answer to an ordinary ad- 
vertisement, and without certainty 
as to the responsible and respectable 
character of tho advertiser, A wo- 
inan’s society in the western cities 
is sending out circulars and publish- 
ing papers showing that there are 
gangs of vile wretches scouring the 
country towns and places to luro 
girls to cities where it is . promised 
they will be met and cared for by 
kind {friends and provided with a 
home and employment.

What business have you to tell me 
what to do? You ate nothing but a 
oman anyway.’ But after a long 
experience I found that my wife's 
judgment cquld always be depended 
upon.

The hus- 
band has his outside business 
lationships, © He has his mercantile 
{ricnds"as well as his store friends, 
He mects men on the street, in’ the 
cars, in the office, behind the coun- 
ter. He can got away and docs get 
away from the home. But for the 
most part tho wife is anchored to 
the kitchen, the bedroom and the 
nursery of home by tho children: 
Therefore if ho fails her and defrauds 
her of his promised love she is abso- 
lutely helpless and must suffer more 
than he can realize. She has practi- 
cally no redress, for sho has given‘up 
her all for him. If, however, on ac- 
count of her husband's neglect a 
wife turns her back upon him and 
goce forth to meet the world as an 
independent woman, then the world 
itself will turn its back upon her. 
In the death knell of a husband’s 
love I also hear tho sobs of the 
broken heart of a mother as well as 
of a wife.

Union Miners Fire Upon the Militia at 
Duanville—Ono Miner Killed and 
Fourteen Captured, 


Victor, Col., June 9.—A_ pitchod 
battle between the militia and une 
ion mincrs was fouy%ht at Dunnvilly, 
the new mining camp, thirteen: miles 
out of Victor, shortly after threo 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. John 
Carley, no union mincr, was killed. 
The troops returned to Victor at 3 
o'clock last night, bringing | with 
them fourteen ciptives.

Lord Dundonald was in communi- 
cation ‘with the Imperial authorities 
yesterday, As to what messages 
were exchanged over the cables no 
one has accurate knowledge, but it 
is frocly admitted that tlis Lord- 
ship will be peremptorily recalled, 
The brie{ statement made by — the 
Prime Minister in the House yester- 
day made it clear that the Govern- 
ment will demand the Official scalp 
of Lord Dundonald, 

The question was brought up by 
Mr. Maclaren, of Huntington, who 
read the despatch from ‘Toronto giv- 
ing a report of Lord Pundonald’s 
speech at Montreal. Yle asked if the 
Government’s attenffon has been 
drawn to His Lordship's utterances, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier r§plicd that the 
attention of the Government had 
been called to the report. The mat- 
ter, he said, was a \ grave one, 
and to-day the Government would 
make a definite statement, — 

Col. Hughes sugested that It 
would be well to have the subject 
discussed on Monday.

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Big Crowd Gathered to Hear the 
Man from Manitoulin Tell 
His Story. 





The Plain, Unvarnished Tale of 
How Sullivan and. Stratton 
Tried to Buy Him. 

Warm Taik for the Author’ of a 
Scurrilous Dodger With Which 
Town Was Flooded. - 





Wewsterday afternom between 75 
and 100 prpplo of this city left, per 
the Varuna and otherwise, for Des- 
erosto, to hear Mr, RR. Gamey, 
“ths Man from Manitoulin,” tell his 
story of how Sullivan, Stratton et.al. 
tried to buy his sayypert in the Leg- 
islature. Yesterday was Mr. Gamey's 
busy day, fo> he tatked three hours 
to 3000 paople at Napance in the af- 
lernocn and afterwards talked two 
hours and fifty minutes to-an aud- 
ieno: which completely filled Naylor's 
opera jrouse at Descronto: The house 
was rot only full, but people were 
ten decp oat ths docrs and 
hundreds wire standing. There wero 
quany Sadikn in ihe audience, and they 
showed a keen interest in Mr. Gam- 
ey and nis affairs. On the stage were 
many prugpnent peopic, anonug « bow 
we toiicca Messrs. T. Carscallen, Me 
PAY. for Lennox; Uriah Wii-on, M. 
P.; ELS Lappen, ex-Mayor of Nap- 
amo; Dr. Newton, of Deseronto: A. 
Huyck, of Picton, and about fifty 
other well-known Conservatives of 
thia city and district, including sev! 
eral of the Gounty Councillors. En 
passint it may be noted that Dr, 
Faulkner, Wiurden of Mastin. Coun- 
ty, went down on the Varuna and 
Was an interested Listener te Sir. 
Gamey. . 

It was a few minutes to ¥ o'clock 
when Myr. A. Richard-on, of Deser- 
Oulo, whe was chairman, urose and 
in a few words welcomed the aud. 
jienoe and intretuced Mr. Gamey, who, 
he claimed, had acted the gert of a 
public benefactor in expoine the 
sins of the Russ Government and iry- 
ing to bring about a better state of 
atlairs, 

. The Man From Manitoulin. 

The audience gazed in silence for 
a minule oF so as Mr. Gamey arose 
from his seat*anud stepped i> the 
froat of the stage. ‘They looked at 
him curiously. This was the Man 
from Manitoulin, whose sensational 
expo had set all Gunada a-talking, 
and whe had given the Hoss Govern. 
snent the very time of their lives. 
Mr. Gam lo-ks just like his pie- 
ture, and dos not mMpress one, cith- 
er in appearance or mauner, as a 
man who would seek nevoriety for 
rotoriety's sake. Hs speaks quictly 
and earnestly; never descends to 
cheag. clap-trap, and, in short, im- 
Pesscs O1C as AauaN who has oa 
truce, thoggh unpleasant, Stiry con- 
coaled ab@gt his person, and 
has couras’y enough to tell that story 
atuany ting of place and in any 
company. f opening, Mr, Gamey 
paid his respects to the author 
of a sourribaus dodger whieh had 
beau printed in Deseronte (sa it is 
alleged) Yhe night previous In it 
reference sane lo Afr. Gomey's 
trip to Rulfr%, and that #entleman 
promised, later on, 
some explanations, 
hops, would 
anonymous author of the dodger. 
Ho did to, and in a way which 
certainly pleased tha audience, whe- 
ther it pleased the Anonymous cow- 
ard or: not. Before oeginning his 
specelh Mr. Gamey got three rous- 
ingg cheers, and the fudienec, in 
very poor tlme out with great hear- 
tiness, sang “‘Ile’s ‘a Jolly Good 
Fellow.”

They had had great Jeaders—poxsl»- 
ly greater and etter than the lea- 
ders they had to-day. (A quiet smilo 
yroke out like a rash cn the facea 
of tho audience.)

Cape. Breton, @ coaler, anchored in 
tho port of Sorel, started about 3.30 
yesterday morning for Quebec, mak- 
ing a long curve ‘and then entered 
“the St. Lawrence River to follow the 
channel. Ten minutes later she ran 
Into the R. & O. N. Co. steamer Ca- 
nada, three miles below Sorel, strik- 
ing her amidships, making a hole ov- 
er 35 fect wide and going through 
her about 15 {cet, almost cutting tho 
Canada in half. Inside of ten min- 
utes the steamer Canada sank in for- 
ty feet of water. 

Tho pressure of the water lifted the 
upper deck, giving a chance to all 
the passengers to climh up the deck 
of the wrecked boat and transfer on 
board the stcamer Cape Breton. 
Some of the fifty) passengers threw 
themselves with life preservers into 
tho river, where later on , they were 
Picked up by small boats.”

" "Many reputations aro undeserved 
altogether,”” once wrote an observ- 
ant naturalist. “‘Let uS not in this 
connection troubles now about states- 
men, poets or authors, but take from 
natural’ history a familiar illustra- 
tion, that of the cagle. The great 
Btrength of the eagle enables it to 
Prey upon creatures that have no 
power of defending themselves — from 
his terrible swoop, but we must 
not allow oursclycs on this account, 
as our fnthers did, to magnify him

into a type of magnanimity and 
courage. In truo courage he is not 
superior to most of the smaller 


hawks, and certainly inferior to the 
falcons, which will drive away this 
so-called ‘monarch of the air’ when 


he approachys too near thei? nests. 
So that, really, when we remember 
what a fame the eagle has always 
had for magnanimity and for cour- 
age, it is obvious, in’ view of the 
facts, that he, like many other birds 
and men, has obtained a reputation 
which is undeserved.”* 

But, though the cagle is a coward- 
ly bird in reference to his own life, 
no sooner doeca he become a parent 
than he is transformed into 9 daring, 
valjant protector of his young. No 
sooner are the dull white colored 
eggs deposited in the nest which the 
twain have builded upon the tops of 
the dizzy heights, or upon the ledge 
of a precipice, than the parent birds 
are ready to protect these nests at 
any cost. . 

Yes, yes; parental affection trans- 
forms tho craven bird into a fierce, 
intrepid champion, capable of — su- 
blime self-sacrifice In defence of its 
offspring. Yet in our text we find 
him, inspite of that tender affection, 
disturbing the young birds and turn- 
ing them out of their hoine. What 
does tho Bible mean by comparing 
this strange conduct with God's pro- 
vidential dealing? Why docs God, as 
@ loving Father, treat his children in 
this seemingly rough way as the 
eagle bird pushes her offspring? For 
you must remember that we do not 
have to go entircly to this figure of 
the cagle bird to be taught the les- 
sons that God's hand sometimes 
smites a loving blow, as well as 
gives a-loving caress. In the cpistle 
to the Hebrews we are taught that 
chastisement is ono of the proofs 
God gives us of his affection. 
“Whom the Lord loveth ho chasten- 
whoin 
ho recoiveth.”* 

First, God, like the parental cagle, 
stirs up our nests in order that wa 
may learn how depend’ upon our- 
selves, as well as upon Him. He | 
plunges us into the abyss of trouble 
in order that we, as Ocdglings, may 
learn to fly on and up. He tumbles 
us down so that we may soar higher 
than the cliffs upon which we are 
born, higher than the mountains 
whose bald heads are frozen amid 
perpetual snows, and higher than ev- 
en the morning clouds that have 
hoverod over us in many © bencdic- 
tions. Hoe treats us just as a true 
parent should always treat his child: 
Some few weeks ago 1 wes visiting 
upon the ranch of a wealthy man in 
California. Ile turned and said te 
me: ‘‘No young man ever amounts to 
anything unless he is compelled to 
work for his own mental and physi- 
cal and spiritual development. So 
firmly do I beliove it is the mountain 
upon the man and not the man upon 
the mountain that brings man to 
the highest dovelopment — for’ which 
God intended him that I have - com- 
pelled my boys to work for every 
echt. they have received, even when 
they wero little children. I nevor 
give them anything without a return. 
if thoy want spending money they 
must carn it by painting the fencea 
or cutting the wood or gathering the 
Walnuts. If they want a gun or a 
riding horse they must buy it with 
thgir own money which they have

CALIFORNIA DAIRY COWS. 


State Bred Holsteina Have Made Fine 
Records For Milk and Butter, 

Wonderful capabilities for milk and 
butter production have been dixcovered 
by the University of California aniinal 
industries experts of the agricultural 
department in their tests of the cows 
on the famous stock farm at Rough 
nnd Ready Island, near Stockton, the 
Joint property of Charles BD. and W. 
Frank Pierce. O. L. Coke of the Berke- 
ley department has been testing this 
magnificent herd of Holsteins, and al- 
ready a larger number of cows have 
qualified for the advanced register in 
oMclal butter tests than from any other 
herd in the world, Although only three 
years old, this collection of cattle out- 
ranks herds a quarter of a ceutury 
old, so successful have been the breed- 
ing operations conducted by the own- 
ers. 

Juliana de Kol; a two-year-old heifer, 
ranks today as the finest Holstein in 
the world. In appearance and per- 
formance she is perfect. She, like all 
the other cattle on the farm, has reach- 
al a point where she Is milked three 
times a day. This product ls weighed 
ench time and tested twice a month, 
each time the tests being duplicated in 
the Berkeley dairy laboratory. Juliana 
de Kol has the world's record for mil 
and butter production in her cluxs, 
She gave 66 pounds of milk on the first 
day of her test, 437 pounds in 7 days, 
1,852 pounds in 30 days and 3,512 
pounds In 00 days. Onan 8S) per cent 
basis her yleld of butter on the first 
day was estimated at 3 pounds 9.8 
ounces; Jn 7 days, 22 pounds 89 
ounces; In 30 days, 02 pounds 744 
ounces; in 60 days, 175 pounds 0% 
ounces, the yleld on the sixtieth day 
exceeding that on-the first day. Jull- 
nna de Kol has thus smashed the thire 
ty day record by 19 pounds 5 ounces 
for the. prevlons bolder of the record. 
Homestead. Aggie de Kol, owned by 
ex-I’resident W. A. Matteson of the 
Ifolstein-Friesian association, had pro- 
duced in that time 1,572 pounds of 
milk and 73 pounds 2.4 ounces of but- 
ter. 

Now that Californin {s producing 
some of the best cows in the world, 
just as she has produced the best 
horses, the University of California 
dairy department {s looking forward 
to sn early date when tho, vast possi-

Barning of a Sunday School Excarsion 
Steamer—The General Slocum, With 
2,000 on Board, in Flames—Many Jump- 
ed From Dlasiog Deck and Were 
Drowned—Many Crushed By the Fall 
of the Decks—500 Bodies Recovered. 


New York, June 16.—Ono of the 
most appalling disastera in the his- 
tory of New Yok, tragic In its  im- 
mensity, dramatic in its episodes, 
and deeply pathetic in the tender ago 
of most of its victims, otcurred yea- 
terday in the East River, at\the en- 
trance to Long Island Sound, within 
a short distance of the Now York 
shore, and within sight of thousands 
of persons, the majority of whom 
Were powerless to give aid. 
yi 690 Meet Death. 

By the burning to the water's edge 
of the General Slocum, a threedeck- 
in 
these waters, mor® than 600 persons, 
*the majority of whom were women 
and children, were burned to death or 
drowned by jumping’ overboard or by 
being thrown into the whirlpool of 

Hell Gate by the lurching of the ves- 
sel. Approxipately 500 bodies have 
been recover¢d\and now are being 
tagged at-the smorgues of — Bellevue 
Ilospital And flarlem. 

Nald Choked With Bodies. 4 

Ivers Ati are busy toking bodies 
‘from the hold of the vessel, which, 
they say, is choked with bodies, and 
hundreds who leaped or were thrown 
into tho river have not been recov. 
ered. The fire is said to have broken 
out ino lunch-room on the forward 
deck, through the overturning of a 
pot of grease, The wind ‘vas high 
and all efforts to sulalue tho fire were 
futile, 

The captain is under arrest and 
says it would be inadvisable for him 
to make any statement at present, 
but he says that he and the first 
and second pilots, Edward Van Hart 
and B, M. Weaver, were-in the pilot 
house until the Slocum was beached. 

Sunday School Kxcursjon, 


The General Slocum left Third 
street, East River, at 0.30 a.m., hav- 
ing on board the annual Sunday 
school excursion of St, Mark's Ger- 
man Lutheran Church, Sixth street. 
ITen destination waa Locust Grove, 
on the Sound. The excursion was In 
charge of Hey. George -C. F. Haas, 
pastor of the church. ‘Tho vessel was 
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Schaiack, one of the best known cx- 
cursion boat captains in New York 
harber, who has coimmanded the Gen- 
cral. Slocum almost~ sinco she was 
built {n 1891. ‘The number of excur- 
sionists on board variously is csti- 
mated at from 1,500 to 2,500, but 
according to an official statement is- 
sued by the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
Company, the number of passengers 
was 473, that being oncthird of the 
vessel's licensed capacity. 
Decks Crowded With Merrymakers. 


The steamer proceeded up the Fast’ 
River, cach of her docks lwing crowd- 
ed with e merrymakers, with bands 
playing and flags flying. The Slo- 
cum had reached a point at the sunk- 
en Meadows, off 185th street, which 
is’ at the extreme castern end of 
Handall’s Island, when fire broke out 
in a lunch room on the forward deck, 
caused by the overturning-of a pot 
of grease. A high wind fanned the 
flames into instant fury. Efforts to 
subdue the fire were futile, and word 
was sent at once to the captain, who 
started to land the steamer at 144th 
street. He was warned, howover, 
that the boat would set fire to lum- 
ber yarda and oil tanks there, and 
changed the Slocum’s course, head- 
ing her for North Brother Island, 
half a mile away, ‘The flames now 
hud broken out all along cither side 
of the sleamer, and were fanned by a- 
strong head wind. ‘The passengers, 
seized with a panic, rushed to the 
rear of the. vessel to escape the heat 
and the smoke that were increasing 
constantly. The wild disorder | in- 
creased, as frantic mothers sought to 
tind their children, who had been at 
play about the decks, 

Jamped Orerboard, 

The steamer’s whistle was blowing 
for assistance, and tugs and other 
nearby craft answered to the call, Be 
fore any of the beats could reach the 
burning steamer, however, the, {rane 
tic women and children began to 
jump overboard. , ‘The current was 
strong and there are many whirl- 
poola in the channels. ‘The boats 
that were following the Slocum pick- 
ed up many from the water, but these 
were only a stnall number of those 
that were seen strugglingy in tho 
awit current. On the Slocum — the 
first sweep of the James cut off es- 
cape from the hurricane deck, where 
a great many of the women and 
children were crowded together, and 
svon burned away the light wooden- 
work which supported the deck. It 
is thought that most of those who 
were on this deck were burned. As 
tho fire increased the struggle to 
gain a point of vaninge at the stern 
becume frightful. Women and child-

Just before the ves- 
se] was beached, the hurricane dock, 
the supports of which had burned 
nway, fell with its load of women 
and children, adding to the panic 
and horror of thase on the deck be 
low, 

Very soon after parts of the second 


and third decka ‘also caved in. But 
before this happened the tug Walter 
Tracey had come alongside the burn- 
ing steamer and had been lashed to 
it. Many of the passengers were tak- 
en off by the crew of the ‘Tracey, 
Which remained alongside the steam- 
er until ‘the tug’s'pilot house took 
fire. i 

¥ Pittful Seenes. 


The scene on North Brother Island 
as described by the rescuers was a 
pitiful one, Body after body was 
washed ashore or brought in by boats 
and addat to the long row on the 
beach, Fifty-three persons died there 
whilo the doctors were attending 
ther, 

For hours the bodies of the burned 
and the drowned drifted ashore on 
the island, and between LSist: street 
and 128th stress; in) Manhattan. 
Some caine ashore still alive. Many 
of thes died, while others will re- 
cover. : 

Meanwhile the Slocum burned to 
the waters’ edge.

300 and 14 Quick-Firing Field Guns —Estimates of the 
Jap Losses Say That 1,000 Men Were Killed or 
Wounded—Description of Fierce Fight.

Meld guns, The Russians 
retreated hastily to the northward.

Early estimates of the Japancss 
losses at ‘Telissu say that 1,000 men 
‘wore killed or wounded. 

The Japanese attacking force was 
divided into right and Ief{t columns, 
and began the advance on Tuesday 
along both sides of the railroad. 
They encountered the Russinns cast 
of Vafandien and drove them back. 
At a®lute hour in the afternoon the 
Russians held a line between Tung- 
wantiag and Tafangshen. The Jupan- 
ese artillery opened on this line, and 
the Russians responded, ‘The shelling 
continued for two hours, and it was 
followed by the advance of the’ Ja- 






panese nne tO @ postion -extenaig 
from ‘ungchiatung to | Yuhotun. 
Darknesa put an end to the fighting. 
The Japanese despatched a column 
to tho westward toward Fuchau for 
the purpose of covering the Russian 
right wing and protect their icft 
and rear. 
General Attack Plinned, 

During the night it became appar 
ent that the Russians were being re- 
inforced, and it was decided to make 
a genera! attack in the morning and 
force the Russians into a defile back 
of Telissu. When morning came it 
was discovered that the Russians 
held a line extending from Fafang- 
shen to Chengtsushan, with a force 
‘estimated at = more than two divi- 
sions. Tho Japanese plauned to en- 
velop the Russians near Telissu, and 
they succeeded admirably. While the 
main Japanese force was woving 
north along the railroad, columns 
wero swung to the left and to the 
right, and finally converged at noon 
on the main Russian position, ‘The 
Russians in this position were at o 
disadvantage, and they were routed: 
The Japanese cavalry continued to 
pursue the enemy, and probably — iné 
flicted considerable punishment. 

The Japanese commander mpkes no 
estimate of the Russian losses, but 
says they were probably | great. 
Among the Russian officers captured 
by the Japanese is La Colonel of the 
Fourth: Regiment of Rifles.

Fighting Garden Pests. 


Dr. Fletcher, entomologist at the 
eerie Experimental Farm, Otta- 
lectured at the Normal School 
Mission recently (on ‘‘Spring Work 
and How to go About It.’* 

Dr. Fletcher explained the difference 
between the study of nature and. of 
natural history and the appearance 
and disappeurance of pests that des- 
troyed grains and fruit orchards, 
pointing out that everything had its 
use. It was folly to attempt to 
drive out every group of insects as 
they were usually followed by othor 
pests that drove them out. 

He dwelt on the necessity for close 
observation, enquiring tho reasans 
why certain parasites appeared in 
some localities and then jumped to 
other places hundreds of miles away, 

Hic glso spoke of common weeds, 
end said some farmers vainly endea- 
vored to exterminate every pest that 
came along when nature itself would 
supply the remedy.

Vlace Figure As Nigh As §1,000— 
Hardly a Parallel Where Death Came 
te So Many tn So Short a Time—Deeds 
oo. Hoerolsm—Acts of Incredible 
Villlany. 


Now York, June 17.—With unceas- 
ing effort, search is going on for tho 
bodies of those who perished Wednes- 
day in the\disaster to the Gencral 
Slocum. What tho list of victims 
will total scarcely none dare venture 
to gucss, but whatever the number 
may be there hardly is a parallel in 
the history of fires whore death came 
to so many in so brief a period of 
time. Police and health department 
officials have placed the number as 
high as 1,000 and more, but last 
night it. would seem that the maxi- 
a fatality will not largely exceed 


All day long, from sunrise: until 
darkness. shut - off even the melan- 
choly satisfaction of watching for 
the dead, anxious searchers kept up 
their vigilance, and at dusk there 
had been recovered 517 bodies, — for 
the great part women and children— 
mothers, who weeks ago had planned 
that fatal outing for their children; 
little oncs who had longed for tho 
coming of that fair day, 

Up to dusk last night 499 bodies 
had: passed through the morgue and 
of those more than 300 were identi- 
fied. The cast side has its human 
sympathies aroused to the fullest ex- 
tent, and down by the river, where 
the boats unloaded their dead, thou- 
Sands gathered throughout the day. 
Streets leading to the morgue were 
blocked and only with difficulty 
could the police keep clear the pas- 
sage leading to the long rows of 
} coffins for those that came to search 
for the missing. 

Many Deeds of Heroism, 

‘The race of the burning steamer 
from the moment the fire was dis 
covered until her boats crashéd on 
the shelving beach of North Brother 
Island lasted little more than ten 
minutes, yet that time sufficed ‘for 
deeds o fheroisin which make the one 
bright chapter in the heartrending 
story. Brave men, devoted mothers, 
and even maidens and youths of ten- 
der years, cach contributed their 
parts to the roll of heroic actions. 
There were rescues in the face pf al- 
most certain death, and useless but 
exalted self-sacrifice for the dear 
ones, The credit for the greatest 
saving of life is due te the hardy 
tugboat men and other: followers of 
the river, who braved Qanes and 
held the noses of their~boats aguinst 
the fir-wrapped steamer until driv- 
en of by the awful heat, scorched 
and choking. 

A Darker filde of the Storr, 


But there fs & darker side hinted 
at along the river front, where are 
told stories that seetn to be the in- 
evitable accompaniiient of all great 
calainities, There has teen no evi- 
dence of @ character specific enough 
to fasten it upon individuals and 
permit of punishinent, but survivors 
and cye-witnesses say that some brut- 
al acts of selfishness and cowardice 
on the part of the Slocum’s crew 
were seen, and that distress signals 
from the burning boat were disre- 
garded by passing craft. One man 
avers that a big white yacht passed 
the Slocum when the bodies of wo- 
men and children were going over- 
bourd, and did not even slacken 
sperd. According to this man the 
yacht flew the pennant of the New 
York Yacht Club and a fag indicat- 
ing that the owner was not on 
board, and after passing the Slocum 
she steered over to the western shore 
and hove to, while on the bridge a 
man in uniform with binoculars t6 
his eyes watched the vessel burn. 

Living and Dead Robbed. 

Even more horrible than this and 
simnUar acts of;ineredible callguences 
is tho story of Miss Martha Weirk, 
who says that while she struggled in 
the water a boat drew alongside of 
her and the men in it, after strip- 
ping ber of her rings and other jow- 
elery, pushed her back into the 
wator. ‘The body of the steward had 
been rifled when found and of sever- 
al hundred dollars he was supposed 
to have in his pockets not a cent 
was found. 

A Neomarkable Experience, 


Yerhaps the most remarkablo case 
jn the many appalling experiences of 
those who were on the Slocum was 
that of Miss Clara Hartman, who 
was picked up for dead, towed be- 
hidd a boat for several miles, wrap- 
ped ino tarpaulin and tagged as 
dead, and then recovered conscious- 
ness at the Alexander avenue pokice 
station.

Former G.0.C., Says a Prominent Liberal, 
Yound It Intolerable te Be Expected to 
Tie a Government's Cat's Paw Yor All 
‘Manner of Potty and Questionable Prac- 
tices—Dismissal Creates An Awkward 
Situation With Great Britain:

Ottawa, Juno 17.—For over two 
hours yesterday afternoon the House 
wrestled with Hon. Sydney Fisher's 
bill to provide for the inspection and 
sale of sceds. The bill is gimilar to 
a measure introduced last session 
and withdrawn, in order to secure 
an expression from the seedmen and 
farmers of the country. In obedience 
to representations made from these 
sources the bill was modificd in some 
particulars, but. there still remains 
room for objection. Finding it im- 
possible to make the House see the 
DIU as he sces it, Mr. Fisher con- 
scented to reconsider the matter, and 
the committee rose and reported 
progress. 

Last night the House went inte 
committee of supply.

Fisher explained that although $90,-

the increase. Ile thought this sum 
would cover expenses. 

Dr. Danicl of St, John asked 
further information — concerning 
peritnent in the keeping of bees.

St. Petéraburg, June 18.—Military 
circles here do not view the battle of 
Vafangow as a defeat, and they con- 
tend that Gen. Baron Stakelberg, 
unlike Lieut.-Gen,  Zassalitch, | won 
more than he lost. 

Whether Gen. Stakelberg’s — expedi- 
tion to the south had gn” immediate 
bearing on the situation at Vort Ar- 
thur, it is considered’ here as unques- 
tionable that his presence here has 
caused a diversion which will 


mna- 
terially affect the ‘Japanese opera- 
tions in the southern part of the 


Hinotung Peninsula, It is not 
thought likely thatith® Japancse had 
north of Kinchou’such a large force 
ax that which engaged Stakelberg's 
division, and the numbers seem to 
indicate that they drew off some of 
the troops © immediately operating 
against Port Arthur. 

It is pointed out that the force en- 
gaged at Valangow must recuperate 
for several days, and it is expected 
that the fight will materially retard 
the sicge operations against Port Ar- 
thur, 

The sole regret expressed here is 
that Gen. Stakelberg did not draw 
the Japanese farther north before al- 
lowing them to engage him, but ex- 
perts here suspect that local condi- 
tions necessitated the fight at Vafan- 
gow. 

Gen. Stakelberg is praised for the 
skillful handling-of his men in the 
field. He and his old war comrade, 
Gen. Kuropatkin, fought side by side 
in Turkestan~ and he insisted on 
again taking the field, although al- 
most ao invalid.

One of the last places in England, if 
not absolffely the last place, at which 
minor offenders were sentenced to the 
stocks is the little town of Much Wen- 
lock, in Shropshire, There this igne- 
minious though painicss form of pun- 
ishment was practi¢ed aa recently as 
1852. Innumerable towns and villages 
have preserved their stocks, but Wen- 
lock’s machine ig peculiar from’ the 
fact that it is carried) upon wheels and 
bas a bandle by which it-may be 
drawn. These render the Wenlock 
stocks unique. It appears from the 
tmnute books ef the borough magls- 
trates that the wheels were added 
shortly before the punishment was 
abolished, in order that the instrument 
of the law could be drawn ffiffide the 
gulldball—tn an upper room ef which 
it is preseryed—out of the way of ir- 
reverent and mischievous persons when 
{t was notin use. However, the parish 
constables, elther not perceiving the 
object of the innovation or by way 
of Increasifg the public disgrace, when 
they had secured their prisoners in the 
machine drew it round for all to see.

My relations with the officcrs and 
men of the force have been excecding- 
ly pleasant. 

My observations of tho force: have 
confirmed the high regard which I 
formed in South Africa of the _ sol- 
dicrly qualities of the Canadians. 

From.my brother officers and {el- 
low-soldiers of the rank and file, I 
have received loyal and ungrudging 
support, which I can never forget. 

Had I deen able to help to place 
these troops of such finc natural 
qualities in that thorough state of 
preparedness which is their due and 
which the nation desires, {it would

FIRE-FIGHTING HISTORY. 
——— * 


Sew Canadians and Their po Rosine 
~ “Caster? Shewed Paris Something. 


That Canadian methods of fighting 
fre were in the van as far back 
1855 May not be known to many 
whe have followod with admiration 
the record of our gallant Toronte 
brigade during the recent disaster, 
says a correspondent of The Toronte 
Globe. At the time of the disastrous 
fire in Paris, on the Quai de Billey,! 
which’ occurred on November the 
18th, 1855, there was at the Univer- 
sal Exhibition then being held @ 
Canadian fire enginc, named the 
“Castor.” At tho commencement of 
«the fire. the appearance was se 
alarming and gave such indications’ 
ef extension that the Canadian come 
missioners were induced to place at 
the disposition of the lecal authori- 
tiles the prize fire engine. It was 
put im the charge of Mr. Perry, a= 
efficer of the Canadian Fire Departe 
ment, who was in Paris at the time, 
who rushed it to the Quai in a re 
markably short time, and, drawing 
the water dircet from the Seine,’ 
kept several of the local fire engines 
supplied with a constant stream. At 
the height of the fire, when the 
flames attacked the military bake 
heuse, Mr. neh doe eter the 
whole ject be di the flames, 
‘The stream was so strong and ef- 
fective that it cut off the fire at this 
point, and undoubtedly saved the 
Governmént granaries and their ime 
mense supplics of corn and flour, 
Some idea of what this meant to the 
French people may be gleaned from 
the fact that stores were always kept 
in the building to supply forty thoue 
sand men for three months, 

By a strange coincidence, the Cans 
dian Commissioner ‘had been shown 
over this building enly two days pre- 
vious, and had taken great interest 
in the machinery and the new ap- 
pliances just. installed. One of this 
party, whose name is unfortunately, 
not known, performed a most heroic 
act at the fire. At the height of 
the conflagration, hearing the alarm 
whistle of the boilers (an indication 
that they were overheated, ané 
would explode unless the steam were 
Ict off}, though every passage ap- 
peared blocked by the smoke and 
flame, he forced hin way into the en- 
gine room, guided by the sound of 
tho alarm, opéned tho valves and 
saved the building from being blowa 
up. & 

The splendid work done by the 
Canadians attracted the attention of 
all Paris, and Marshal Magnan, 
through the English Ambassador, ex- 
pressed the gratitude of the people 
for the help given them by the Cana- 
dians. 





















——_____— ; 
The Republic of Canada. 
Twenty years ago 20 per cent. of 
the people of Canada would have 
welcomed the annexation of the Do- 
minion to the United States. Ten 
years ago only 10 per cent. of the 
men who think thought seriously of 
such a move, and to-day no one ever 
mentions the matter at all. Twenty 
years ago only a few dreamers, 
dreamed of the republic of Canada, 
Ten years later 10 per cent. of the 
people were in favor of it, and to- 
day twenty out of every hundred 
Canadians would welcome the news 
that Canada had cast off the cable 
that moors’ her to the Motherland 
and had blossomed out as a nation. 
The relations between the people of 
tho United States and of Canada 
will grow more friendly and plea- 
santer as tho years go by because of 
the wholesale swapping of — citizens 
now going on. Millions of Canadians 
have gone ta the United States, and 
in the next decado millions of Ameri- 
cans will have crossed into Canada. 
We shall like cach other better as we 
see each other more, for we North 
Americans are the peoplewell of us. 
—Leslie’s Monthly. 


Interesting War Relics. 

Some interesting war relics wore on 
exhibition at the recent meeting in 
Toronto of the Army and Navy 
Veterans on May 10th, Mr. .John 
Munn, chaplain of the order, obtain- 
ed on loan ‘from Lieut. Turner, 
formerly of the 20th Devonshire 
Regiment, whose father, Col. Turncr, 
served with the lith North Devon- 
shire Regiment through the Penin- 
sula campaign, a number of interest- 
ing mementoes. 

One relic was a tattered silk fag, 
swhich was carried by Colonel (then 
Ensign) Turner at the Battle of 
:Watorloo, and which was presented 
to him by tho officcrs of the rugl- 
ment after the campaign. Several 
medals, presented to Col. Turner,

‘ans lent a Court suit, worn by Chas.

Dr. Glasgow Is Qualified. 

“Colonel Otter’ and Colonel Les- 
sard, the inspector of cavalry, both 
joined in a memorandum, stating 
that- Dr. Glasgow was qualified. 
Licut.Vol. Gregory stubbornly and 
obstinately refused to recommend 
Dr. Glasgow, because he wanted to 
hold the commission himself.

Guns of Viadivostock Squadron Did Effec- 
tive Work—Invallded Japanese Sulillers 
Rescued By Mussian Crulser—Russian 
Admiited Losa at Vafaogow Crows 
Greater—Anotber War Currespondent 
Killed By Russlans Asa Spy. 


Viadivostock, June 22.—Lying in 
the harbor are the three Russian 
cruisers’ which have just — returned 
from their successful raid in the Ja- 
Pan Sea and Straits of Corea. Vice 
Admiral Bezobrazofl took the squad- 
ron out on June 12. The first. day 
the warships were fog-bound. ‘They 
reached the Corean Straits, June 15, 
and were sighted and watched by a 
fast three-masted Japanese cruiser. 
Of Tsu Island the Russians pursucd 
@ Vessel resembling a yacht, which 
escaped in shore. 

They sank the Japancse transport 
Idrumi off Kotsu Island. The Idzumi 
was bringing back invalided soldicrs 
from Port Dalny, 105 of whom were 
rescued by one of the Russian cruize- 
ors. - 

The Japancse transports Hitachi 
and Sado were next sighted, ard 
Soon after the Hitachi, which was 
filled with troops, disregarding | the 
signal to stop, put'on full sprext. 
The Russian cruisers thereupon oj n- 
ed fro on the Hitachi, crippling her 
engines and setting her decks on fire. 

Russian Loses 6,500. 

St. Petersburg, June 22.—The re 
ports of heavy fighting at Haickeng 
are denied by the gencral staff.

He declared the, words of the 
resolution moved by Mr. Borden in 
condemnation of political interference 
in militia matters were. dis sentiments 
exactly, and precisely stated the spirit 
in which he had acted. His interfer- 
ence had been to prevent politics be- 
ing introduced into the organization of 
the 13th Scotch Light Horse, and, for 
that, he claimed he deserved the thank« 
of the country. 

Mr. Fisher recapitulated the inci- 
dents from his own standpoint, bear- 
ing upon tho formation of the regi- 
ment. He had receivel letters from 
the eastern townships, complaining 
of the political complexion of the 
proposed organization, and express- 
ing the fear that there was a ‘‘dan- 
ger of political strife being raised in

“All the papers have. been brought 
down that are not of a confidential 
nature,” replied Mr. Fisher, “and no 
more papers that { have anything to 
do with can be brought down, because 
they are of a confidential! nature.” 

Mr. Fisher declared it would be intol- 
erable if membera were obliged to 
make public letters froin thelr con- 
stituents. 

Mr. Fisher declared he had recom- 
mended the whole lat of officers sug- 
gested by Lord Dundonald, except «he 
one name that he struck out. He pro- 
tested when he heard that political in- 
trigues ‘were influencing Col, Smart in

‘As the fotilla stéan- 
ed along it was heavily engaged with 
the forts, but apparently suffered no 
damage, although a single mast of 
one of the torpedo boats was knock- 
ed out of shape ag Jif struck by a 
shell. ‘The operation was backed at 
some distance by two cruisers, one 
of which appeared to be the Yaku- 
ma, while an auxiliary cruiser, an 
old San Francisco Mner, the Nippon, 
or a sister ship, acted, as sea scout 
in tho. rear. Shortly afterward heavy 
firing began on .the land side, lasting 
intermittently until dusk.’

Fruit Grewers Conclude Thelr Case Necfore 
the Rallway Commlssion—Railways, 
‘They Sald, Had Admitted Deficient and 
Unsatisfactory Nervice, But ellevyed the 
Raliways Were Sincere in Expressing 
‘Their Anxiety to Remedy Faults. 


Toronto, June 25.—At yesterday's 
session of the’ Railway Commission 
W.-H. D. Miller resumed his ‘state- 
ment of tho grounds” of complaints 
against the railway company’s classi- 
fication of rates. What, ho sald, was 
immediately and “urgently required 
Was tho temporary restoration of the 
old rates pending the promulgation 
of a fnaland definite classification. 

The Chairman's Opinion, 


‘Tho chairman expressed a strong 
opinion that the partics should come 
together and agree upon a temporary 
classification as a working basis un- 
til:the Commission decided upon a 
permanent one. Under the pressure 
Messrs. Miller and McInnes held a 
conference and agreed on rule one of 
the new classification regarding mini- 
mum rates and compromised by mak- 
ing rule 2 of that classification re 
garding mine cars apply west of Fort 
Williaa, and rule 2 of Classification 
XL-ecust of Fort William.

Mikado’s Torpedo Boats Drove Port

One Russian Battleship Sunk, a Battleship of the Sevastapool Type 


and a Cruiser of the Diana Type Disabled and Towed Into 
Harbor Again—Russians Defeated on Land Also, 
and Reported to Have Lost 16,000 Men. 





London, June 27.—The  centrat 
; News has received the following de- 
spatch frown its ‘Yokio correspondene, 
dated June 26: ‘Phe account of | the 
naval battle at iort Arthur has just 
been published here: 

“The Russian battleships Peresviet, 
Poltava and Sevastopol, and the 
cruisers Bayan, Askolil and | Novik 
attempted to en from the harbor 
at dawn on Jur led by steamers 
used for clearing mines. At IL 
a.m, the battleships Czareviteh, Net- 
vizan and Pobieda joined the others, 

“All the ships then adv é 
deavoring to dispose of mines laid by 
tho Japanese, but they were hindered 
by Lats estv Boat) wes 
stroyers, enleh had been guarding 
the mouth of tho harbor. 

“At 3 p.m. the Japanese torpedo 
boats exchanged shots with seven 
Russian destroyers which were cov- 
ering the clearing operations. One of 
the Russian destroyers was set on 
fire and retired i:xside the harbor, 

“Subsequently the Japanese decoy- 
ed the. Russians out to sea and 
awaited an opportunity to legin a 
general action, but between 8 and 9 
p.m, the Russian xhips made for the 
harbor. The Japanese torpedo boat 
destroyers and torpedo boats chased 
the Russians, and at 9.30 delivored 
the first attack, in consequence of 
which the enemy was thrown pate 
disorder, 

“During tbe night eight sepafat- 
attacks were delivered, lastifig: until 
dawn of Friday. 

“In one of these. assaults the Chi- 
rataka twice torpedoed a battleship 
of the .Peresvict type and sunk her. 















A battlesnip of the SNefastopol type 
and a cruiser of Diana type were dis- 
abled and towed away. 

“The Russian vessels re-entered the 
harbor during Friday night. 

“The newspapers publish eulogistic 
articles upon Vice-Admiral ‘Togo’s 
prowpt action.” 

Not Published tn St, Metersburg. 


St. Petersburg. June Up to 
last night the Japanese report — of 
the loss of ua Russian ship at) Port 
Arthur has not been published here, 
though the authorities have allowed 
to be printed a statement that the 
squadron had made q sortie and also 
the neus of the loss of a Japanese 
torpedes boat destroyer. 

An official explanation of suppres- 
sion ef Japanese report is that the 
Admiralty is unwilling to unnrces- 
sarily alarm the public by the cir- 
culation of such statements entirely 
on the authority of the enciny. 

Tt is also suggested as possible 
that there has been a fight and that 
the Japanese have minimized their 
on losses and magnified those of tha 
Russians with a view to affecting: the 
new loan which it is understood Ja- 
pan is negotiating.

‘Timber, the 
growth of Nature, “cannot be made 
to grow larger, and the very ele 
ment in which our ships are to navi- 
gate has only certain depths that 
cannot be increased.’* 

And then the writer proceeds’ to 
throw up his hands in amazement at 
a “ship of most extraordinary size 
which the French have lately built— 
with a kee? 172 feet long and a ton- 
nage of 2,850—an unwieldy monster 
pronounced to be entirely unfit" for 
service and which hath never been 
out of harbor.’’ 

But what a baby this leviathan 

would look to-day by the side of a 
Lendon or Bulwark of much’ more 
than twiee the length and four times 
the tonnage, which can force its 
way against wind and waves at a 
speed of well over twenty miles an 
hour. Still, a first-rate ship of a 
century ago was a very fine vessel 
and, for the time, a splendid fighting 
machine, well worth spending u 
minute or two in picturing. Al- 
though called a ‘‘three-decker,”* she 
had, in fact, five decks, of which 
three carried her hundred or nore 
guns, 
Along the whole length of her 
main deck on cach side was n row 
Seventeen thirty-two pounders; the 
middle deck beneath carried seven- 
teen of these guns on each sid*, to- 
gether with two S-inch guns, point- 
ing thelr grim muzzles, like their 
{cllows above and below, through as 
many ports; and on tho lower deck 
were twtnty-cight thirty-two pound- 
ers and four 8-inch guns; while still 
deeper in the ship was the magazine, 
containing about thirty-five tons of 
gunpowder. 

Thus we have ao stately battleship 
showing over a hundred vicious teeth 
to the encmy, and sure to give an 
excellent account of herself. Each of 
her ninety-six smaller guns fired a 
32-lb. ball propelled by a charge of 
14-lbs. of powder, and w broadside 
would pour something like three 
quarters of a ton of metal into the 
enémy's sides. 

A battleship of to-day, like the 
London, carries only forty-six guns, 
but a single one of them can dis- 
charge in two shots as great a 
weight of metal as an entire broad- 
side of Nelson's biggest ship.” Tho 
i2inch gun, of which each battle 
ship carries four, despatches a pro- 
fJectile weighing 850 lbs. by means of 
a charge of 207 Ibs. of cordite. The 
shell has an extreme range of over 
twenty miles, and will go clean 
through 3 feet of iron at the dis- 
tance of a mile. The 6-inch gun hurls 
a shell of 100 Ibs. weight, and the 
9.2-inch one of 3830 Ibs.; while of 
the forty-six guns, four of them will 
pour forth In a couple of minutes 
three times the weight of metal one 
of Nelson’s ships could discharge 


from all her hundred guns. 
en 


Premature Barta}, 

The fear of the late Miss Cobbe of 
Premature interment has been shared 
by a number of notable people, In 
providing by her ‘will that her doc- 
tor perform an opcration upon her 
body which would ‘‘render her reviv- 


al in the grave impossible,”’ she fol-, 


lowed the example of Harriet Mar- 
tineau, who bequeathed her doctor 
ten pounds to see that her head was 
amputated before burial. 

Lady Burton directed that her 
heart should be pierced with a needle 
and her body submitted to a post- 
mortem examination before burial, 
Meyerbeer left instructions that his 
body should be left undisturbed for 
ten days, that bells should be fast- 
ened to his fect, and that veins 
should be opened in® his arms and 
legs. 

Bishop Berkeley, Daniel O'Connell, 
Lord Lytton, Wilkie Collins and 
Hans Anderson were other well- 
known men who were apprehensive of 
premature burial, the last-named 
carrying in his pockct a note sol- 
emnly onjoining his fricnds to make 
certain that he was dead before he 
was buricd, 

Numerous instances of premature 
burials aro to be found recorded in 
The Lancet, One of the quaintest of 
the earlier instances on record re- 
lates to Sir William Lindsay, who 
was brought to life on the very day 
for which his funcral had been fixed. 
His resuscitation was, at his own 
request, kept a profound secret, and 
the company assembled for the bur- 
ial at the appointed time. After 


some delay, occasioned, as was sup-. 


posed, by the non-arrival of the 
clergyman, the mourners were terri- 
fied to see the knight, dressed in 
black, enter the doorway, leaning on

TIDE OF EMIGRATION FLOWS. 








Ne Good Hemestead Land Left Within 30 
Miles ef the Canadian Pacific Rallway 
im the'Calgary District—Thie Shows the 
Rapid: Development of the Canadian 
Nerthwest—Alberta Rafses the Finest 


+) Quality ef Ne. Hard Wheat. 


There are four great. central land 
districts toward which the tide of 
emigrants flows in Western Canada. 
They are Regina, Calgary, Red Deer 
and Edmonton. Lethbridge, onthe 
south, and Battleford and Prince Al- 
bert on the north, are the other 
three points where general land  olf- 
fices are maintained. The first four 
are receiving the bulk of the new 
settlers this year. In the past Regina 
han led all other land offices in point 
of numbers. of homestead entries 
mado in the territories. Three thou- 
Sand @ year was the high water 
mark, and @ month that did not wit- 
ness 300 applications at Regina was 
considered dull. That has been the 
story for the past three or four 
years. The territory tributary tothe 
Regina land office is equal to that 
of Lethbridge, Calgary, Ned Deer 
and Edmonton. It extends frem the 
fourth meridian om the west te the 
Recond on the east, and from the 
state Hine en tho ,south to within 
fifty miles of the town of Battleford, 
on the north. This vast district,con- 
sists almost wholly of surveyed 
lands, subject to homestcading. 

The Calgary district is being flood- 
e4 so rapidly by raochera.and farm- 
ere that the surveyed lands are down 
to a close margin. In other words, 
the homesteaders are keeping up With 
the Government surveyors, J. 7. 
Sutherland, the Calgary land agent, 
said te me that the Govermment sur- 
Veyors worked overtime last year, 
and will have to do even better thia 
year if the land in demand is to bo 
ready fer the newcomers. Large 
numbera ef squatters have oVerrun 
the big stretch of unsurveyed land 
north of the Calgary district, extend- 
fing into Red River, Edmonton and 
Battleford, Squatter rights are not 
recognized, and only the man on the 
ground when the Government survey- 
ora arrive can bo recognized. This 
makes squatter sovercignty a very 
uncertain quantity. 

Calgary Leads This Year, 

This year the Calgary land office 
leads all others in the territories. 
The agents cast a balance as at 
June 1 for the previous year. At 
Calgary, for’ the year ending June 
1, 1903, the record shows 1,916 en- 
tries. Regina was two thousand in 
advance, while the four other big 
districts, with Prince Albert added, 
were less than Calgary, Lut combined 
they exceeded the entrics at Kegina 
by two thousand. 

Ten months of the fiscal year have 
Passed. Calgary shows to-day, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sa@itherland’s latest 
compilation, 2,416 homestead en- 
tries. Ho eatimated that the next 
two months—very favorable roonths 
would swell the total for the fiscal 
year to 3,000. At the same time Re- 
gina is falling behind these figures, 
though Red Deer and Edinonton are 
approaching closer. 

While there is plenty of desirable 
forming and grazing land to be had 
on the homestead plan all over, the 
territories, nothing worthy of tho 
name may be secured closer than 
thirty miles from the railroad. Ro- 


Dlying to an inquiry as to how 
much longer this rush of ascttlers 
could be handled, with a guarantees 


of free homes for all who come, Mr. 
Sutherland said that {t was uncer- 
tain, but that Canada would have 
twenty to thirty millions of{inhabit- 
ants before the supply woul@ be ex- 
heusted, 

From $10 ty £50 Ver Acr 

The casual observer is impressed, 
however, with the rapid scttlewent 
of the territories and the certainty 
that within a» short time—as time 
Koes in the life of a nation—the im- 
Inense public domain that is so_xCn- 
erousiy distributed among all who 
Peek the west will be a thing of the 
pest. Driving a mile from Calgary 
with President Taibot of tie Pure 
Ired Cattle Breeders’ Association of 
the TVerritories, 1 was entertained 
with interesting stories of rapid de- 
velopment. With uw sweep of his hand 
over a considerable area, showing 
farm-houses on every quarter section 
and cattle grazing on every hill, Mr. 
Talbot alluded tu tho fact that but 
a few years ago the best could be 
pre-empted for a ten-dollar Govern- 
ment fee. Now it is held at from 
thirty to forty dollars an acre. 

Dut from @ former Ontario boy I 
received tho clearest analysis of tho 
conditions prevailing in. the territor- 
ies. John BR. Sutherland, brother of 
Ilugh Sutherland, is the land agent 
at Calgary. He-catne: went from” In- 
gersoll, Ont., in 1875. For amany 
years he waa located in Manitoba. 
With papers piled up to his cars 
eround his desk, cach representing 
the hopes and tho wealth of some 
homesteader, Mr. Sutherland discuss- 
el the situation. The rush has car- 
ried the employes of the office to the 
Point where they must work night 
and day to keep anywhere near the 
head of the linc, with no. hope of 
catching up until an inereaxo of help 
is secured. 

Alberia Grows Wheat. 


“Alberta has become well known as 
@ grazing country. The truth in that 
we raise as Gino quality of number 1 
hard north and south ‘of Calgary as 








the farmers of Manitoba. ‘This is the 


evolution of tho farm. For years it 
Was not supposed the tefritory was 
of value agriculturally. 1 recall in 
187% that when I frst went to Man{- 
toba the agent of the Hudson May 
Company waa inalating that’ wheat 
could not be grown there.

‘The first. put in 
around Portage Ja Prairie was 
caught by the frost. It would not 
ripen, Before it could mature: ‘tho 
frost ruined it for commercial pur- 
poses. But to-day tho plains of Port: 
ago la Prairie produce the fincat No. 
1 hard that gocs into the Liverpool 
elevators, Why? The farmers’ havo 
lwarned to farm, The increased area 
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of cultivated i 
bilities of frost. ~ They learned ‘that 
after all frost goes'in streaks. While 
ft right make .if@ appearance in one 
ficld er section, it did no damage in 
adjacént farms. In other words, they 
1 Serr that frost acts as erraticall: 























being a fine ranching -couatry, 
fmpossible for wheat raising, yet to- 
asf they are raising in some sec 
tions of Alberta 52 buzhels of No. 1 
hard’ to the acre, still. advocate 
mixed farming as the most product- 
ive in this section, but the point* is 
that farmers learn te overcome what 


appears to be insurmountable natur- 


al barriers to the cultivation of the 
soil ef Alberta. Te-day in Southera 
Alberta: they are producing immense 
quantities ef what we call fall wheat. 
In the States they call it winter 
wheat. It gradcs No. 1 hard, and is 
of superior quality. This varlety is 
better adapted: to Alberta than’ ‘the 
spring. article, because it matures 
several weeks earlicr and the chances 
of itw destruction by frost are ma- 
terlally less. Yet fall wheat was an 
unknown quantity with the ploncer 
farmers of Alberta.’ They could pre- 
duce nothing but spring wheat. 
Ontario and Alberta Compared. , 
“Farming in Ontario and here are 
entirely different propoxitions, Here 
wheat grows twice as high as in On- 
tario. I have scen wheat as high as 
® man’s head and well develo 
grains, grading No. 1 hard, Whergi 
first came to Calgary I remember 


| that farmers who had gone in around 


Regina abandoned their fgrms, as- 
serting that the country was not 
adapted to wheat raising. They 
Went into Manitoba and some came 
here, yet to-~Jay that same section 
of Regina is included in the ateat 
wheat belt. This illustrates the idea. 
Men who cultivate the soil success 
fully in Ontario and the States will 
be guccessful in this region, but !t 
is not reasonable to suppose they 
will farm ag profitably the drat year 
an the second. ‘The practical chaps 
recognize this as a fact.’’—G. C. Pore 
ter in The Toronte World.

Deukbebers Are Delag Well. 

Prof. Jamey Mavor, of Toronte 
University, gave an account re atly 
at Winnipeg of the phenomentls pret 
gress made by the Deoukhobor colea- 
ists since his first visit, made to 
them five years ago. ‘'The leader ef 
the Doukhobors, Peter Verigin,’t 
said Prof. Mavor, ‘‘fe indeed a re- 
markable man, He has been in the 
colony just eighteen months, having 
como in Novergber, 1909. In this 
shert time he has altered the charac- 
ter of the community, has changed 
their mode ef agriculture, gradual 
introducing modern methods, and 
hae built up an erganization out of 
chaos,."* ° 

Several thousand acres ef land 
have been broken, and the area un- 
der cultivation this year will be 
greater than that sown last year, 
Verigin is determined to have first- 
class horses and cattle. Just now he 
is negotiating: for the purchase of 
some high-class stock, 

In the past year or two the colony 
has expended $60,000 in the pur- 
chase of land, and invested largely 
in farm machinery. The north and 
south colonies, comprising the vill- 
ages to the north and to the south 
of Fort Pelly, are moving forward 
to gecat prosperity, 

‘The Doukhobors near Rosthern, 
whose settlement was also visited, 
are more individualistic. ‘Ihey do 
not hold their land in common, and 
only to a small extent co-operate 
with their brethern of the north and 
south colony. 

“I said Prof. Mavor, ‘‘Verigin 
succeeds in organizing the labor of 
the large body of nen he has to 
deal with, and in holding them to- 
ether, there is ne doubt that in a 
few years the Doukhober lands will 
be ainong the most productive in 
the Northwest. By bis wonderful 
management he has already saved 
the community at least $40,000, 














A Nora Scotian In Newfoundland, 


Alfred Bishop Morine, leader of the 
Opposition in the Newfoundland Leg- 
isiature, who recently addressed the 
Canadian Club in ‘Toronto, was born 
in ort Medway, N. S. Ho went to 
Newfoundland in 1882 to edit The 
St. John's Mercury, and four years 
later ran for the Legislature, defeat- 
ing a Cabinet Minister. Ele has been 
a member of the House-almost con- 
tinuously ever since, and has, in suce 
cessive Cabinets, been Colonial Sec- 
retary, Minister of Marine and Fish- 
cries, ond Minister of Finance and 
Customs.

The Taylor boy was recovered 
first.

Russians Beaten In a Hot Six Hours’ Fight and the Japanese 
Thereby Occupy Fenshulling, Twenty Miles Northwest of Siuyen 
—Jap Major Oba Was Killed in the Battle—Port Arthur 
Squadron May Have Gone to Yladivostock. 





Tokio, June*29.—After a hot fight, 
Which lasted for six hdurs Monday 
morning, June 27, the Takushan 
division of the Japancse arwy com- 
pletely defeated five battalions of 
Russian infantry, which was sup- 
ported by two regiments of cavalry 
and sixteen guns, and occupied Fen- 
shuiling, twenty miles northwest of 
Sivyen.- (The Mussians finally fell 
tack in the direction of Shimucheng. 
The Japanese casualtics aggregated 
about 100 killed and wounded. Ma- 
jor Oba was killed during tho battle.

A SPHYGMOGRAPH. 


How to Make an Instrument For 
Taking .Palse Autographs, 

Physicians have -always devot 
great deal of attention to the stpdy of. 
the pulsé_because its force, Barak 
and. regularity’ or irregularity. tell 
great deal avout the “patilent’s cond 
tion, . 

An experienced doctor tan read the 
pulse pretty well by merely pressing 
his finger on the paticnt’s wrist, but 
sonicthing more than this {s needed for 
a thorough study of the pulse. For 
this purpose an instrument bas been 
invented by the ald of which the pulse, 
is made to leave a record of its vibra- 
tions on a strip of paper so that they 
can be studied at Icisure and compared 
with other pulse tracings made in the 
same way. 

This Instrument Is very delicate, com® 
plicated and expensive, and it is called 
by the ugly name of sphygmograph, 

You ean make pulse tracings at the 
cost of little labor ahd materials not* 
worth 2 cents, which you can find in 
the house, These materials are noth- 
ing but a good sized cork, a lttle stick 
like a match stick, a shoe’ button, a 

{ card, a quill heed or quill pen and 
two pins. 

Tn the top of the cor cork (C) cut a square 
Rroove or furrow a little wider and 
ceeper than the shoe button. Whittle 
down. one end of the stick (A) and ft 
the eye of the shoe button on It. Place

this end of the atick in the groove (B) 
end thrust a pin through the stick and 
the cork on both sides so that the stick 
can move on the plo, like a pump 
handle. 

Cut a long, thin sliver o (D), 
sharpen one end to a’ fine point and 
fasten the other end-to the free end of 
the stick with glue or sealing wax. 

Cut a broader strip of quill (E), some 
thing longer than the cork. Pin one 
end of It to the bottom of the cork and 
bend it so that you can Insert the other 
end into the groove under the bottom. 

Blacken a card in a candle flanie 
Now you are ready to take your 
friends’ pulse autographs, The “pa- 
tient” rests bis or ber wrist on the 
cork so that the button presses the 
spot where the pulse fs felt. Hold the 
card upright on its edge and draw ft 
along slowly and steadily, keeping St 
in contact with the point of the quill. 
The point will trace on the blackened 
ecard a white wavy Hne, which fs the 
record of the pulse beats, greatly mag- 
nified; because the pulse acts on the 
short arm of the match and quill lever 
and the record Is written by the long 
arm, 

The bent quill under the button acts 
as n spring and ralses the button cach 
time it 1s pusb@) down by a turob ot 
the pulse, 

These pulse tracings vary with the 
age and bealth of the person making 
them and nore therefore, as I sald, @ 
sort of autographs.—New York Mall.

MILLERS ENTER PROTEST. 





Cialim Freight Rates in Canada Are Higher 
‘Than in UM, 
Toronto, June 20.—Before the 


Railway Commission yesterday, C. 
BK. Watts appeared for tho Canadian 
Millers’ Association, and claimed 
that the rates within Canada were 
tuo high, being greater than tho 
charges on goods shipped from pointe 
in the United States, John W. Loud, 
freight traffic manager of the GT, 
said that the railways sought to ob- 
tain a portion of the export trade 
from the United States, and on this 
account were coinpelled to lower 
their rates, 

PD. R. Ross of Embro, a pea mil- 
ler, had shipped to Great Dritain in 
1901 a million and a quarter pounds 
of peas, but since then had done 
almost nothing. He ascribed the fall- 
ing off to the rates on peas. The 
English miller could get Canadian 
whole peas at a cheaper rate than

Be 
cause it Is believed ‘that they exercise 
‘an Influence.on milk production in the 


This belief is founded upon observa- 
ton, and, what-ts better, it is founded 
on fact. The, advanced registries* 
among, dalry.catth: have made it clear 
that some dairy sires do beget a larger 
number of high, milk producers than 
other dairy sires, 

This shows that it is possible to af- 
fect milk production through the sire. 
The fact will ‘not’ be disputed that 
milk production intiuences breeding. 

Abundant milk production favors free 
and abundant breeding. If therefore 
the sire thus influences abundant milk 
production he influences free breeding. 

But yet again it may be claimed and 
with reason that a sire, like a dam, in- + 
Suences the whole organization of the 
Progeny. We have ne faith in the 
somewhat popular heresy that the sire 
is chiefy concerned in the transmls- 
sion of certain organs and properties 
and that the dam Js chiefly concerned 
in the transmission of certafh other or- 
gans and properties. 

We firmly believe in the truth that 
doth sire and dam influence crery fea- 
ture of the organization and that the 
Gegree of influence exercised will be 
Proportionate to the degree of the pre- 
Potency possessed by both. 

If this view {fs correct, and we think 
it Is more casily defended than any 
other yiew bearing upon this aspect of 
transmission, then it follows that 
transmission through the sire does af- 
fect the physical organization of the 
female, including those organs imme- 
diately concerned in abundant produc- 
tion. 

A Great discencay: 

This grand cow, Sultana of Paxtano, 
is one of great capacity. It is no won- 
der that her owner, Mr. 8. M. Shoe- 
maker of Stevenson, Md., takes great 
pride in her, says American Culti- 
vator, She was first admitted to the 
advanced register as No. 28, with a 
year’s record of 8863.52 pounds of milk 
and 365.04 pounds of butter fat. In 
Justice to this record it should be said 
that she was dry one month during 
this year’s time. Mr. Shoemaker be- 
Hered she was capable of doing bet- 
ter work, and accordingly she was im- 
mediately started on another year, 
with the following result: Pounds of 
milk from Dec. 17, 1902, to Dec. 16, 
1903, 14,138.20, or about 7,000 quarts;

average per cent of butter fat, 4.25; 
pounds of butter fat, 590.34, equal to 
almost 700 pounds of butter, 

This ts the best yearly milk record of 
any Guernsey cow to date and Is the 
fourth best butter fat record amon 
advanced register cows, It should 
mentioned that this record was com- 
menced when Sultana was eleven 
years and two months old. During 
these two years her inilk has been test- 
ed by*the Maryland agricultural ex- 
periment station and superrised by 
that station in accord with the require- 
ments of the register, It is interesting 
to note that the average per cent of 
butter fat for the two years comes the 
same, 4.25. 

Sultana’s feed and care were similar 
to those given the rest of Mr. Shoemak- 
er's herd, Tho-grain in use was a 
mixture of twelve parts bran, eight 
parts gluten feed, two parts flaxseed 
meal.and two parts cottonseed. Sul- 
tana was fed six, cight, ten, twelve or 
fourteen pounds daily of this mixture, 
accorGing to the amount of milk sho 
was giving. The greater part of the 
time she received twelve or fourteen 
pounds daily. In summer the rough 
feed was five to seven pounds clover 
hay, ten to fifteen pounds silage and 
about twenty-five pounds green feed 
{soiling crops). In winter seven pounds 


. hay, thirty to thirty-five pounds silage 
_ and five pounds beets were given. 


Outbidse the State. 

The state of Iowa was outbid by a 
dairyman at a recent referce's sale in 
Scott county, and John Cownle of the 
state board of control was cleverly 
outwitted by a plain farmer who was 
not backed up by the wealth of the 
state. 

The legislature made an appropria- 
tion for the purchase of the Howell 
farm, in Scott county, as the farm lies 
between two tracts of land owned and 
farmed by the state in connection with 
the Soldiers’ Orphans’ home.

The -accident was duc partly to the 
excessive number of the crew, most- 
ly inexpericnced men, and. chiefly to 
the unfortunate attempt of a man to 
while his ~ comrades were 
down the manhole cover.

Tho damage to the Navarin is 
not serious, though it may be neces- 
sary to drydock the vessel: It is 
believed that the period required for 
repairing the battleship will not be a 
long one. 

The Navarin {s a batticship of 10,- 
206 tons displacement. The. warship 
has a belt of compound armor 16 
inches thick, and 12 inches of the 
same armor above her belt, on her 
bulkheads and over ber heavy gun 
positions, Ifer arniqment.consists of 
four 12-inch guns, dight 6-inch guns, 
14 quick-fring guns and four smaller 
guns.
